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Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report,  which  includes  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  for  the  year  1951. 

There  was  a  considerable  fall  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  which  was 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  district.  Some  of  the  factors  concerned  and 
comparative  statistics  will  be  found  in  Section  A  of  the  report. 

The  only  feature  of  note  on  infectious  disease  was  the  continued  failure 
of  the  germ  of  diphtheria  to  cause  illness  or  death  in  this  district.  It  is  five 
years  since  the  last  case  was  notified  and  even  the  most  sceptical  must  con¬ 
cede  that  the  high  level  of  immunity  of  the  child  population  is  the  chief  fac¬ 
tor  in  defeating  the  disease.  It  is  essential  to  maintain  this  immunity  at  its 
maximum  by  immunisation,  and  most  parents  have  long  been  convinced  of  its 
value.  The  few  who  neglect  it,  might  profitably  reflect  on  its  advantages,  by 
comparing  the  former  average  for  England  and  Wales  of  55,000  notifications 
and  2,800  deaths  every  year,  with  the  progressive  fall  in  cases  and  deaths 
since  immunisation  became  freely  available,  the  figures  for  1951  being  699 
cases  and  34  deaths.  Small  though  these  figures  are  by  comparison,  they  re¬ 
mind  us  that  the  germ  of  diphtheria  lives  and  is  ready  and  able  to  strike  down 
susceptible  persons. 

The  demand  for  houses  still  far  exceeds  the  supply  and  though  most  of 
the  Council  houses  are  only  too  fully  occupied  every  method  of  making  the 
maximum  use  of  the  total  of  accommodation  available  deserves  consideration. 
It  might  be  possible  to  evolve  a  method  of  transferring  tenants,  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Council,  from  one  house  to  another  as  families  altered  in  size. 
Any  such  plan  would  present  many  practical  difficulties  and  would  almost 
certainly  be  unpopular. 

Owing  to  various  supply  difficulties  beyond  the  control  of  the  Council 
only  eighty-seven  new  houses  became  available  for  occupation  during  the 
year.  The  policy  of  allocating  a  proportion  to  t.he  Health  Department  enabled 
twenty-five  families  from  unfit  property  to  be  rehoused,  and  twenty-two  more 
were  accommodated  in  relets  which  are  in  considerable  demand  owing  to  the 
lower  rents 
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The  bungalows  for  elderly  people  might  be  improved  by  the  substitution 
of  a  shower  for  the  bath  which  some  of  the  tenants  are  unable  to  use.  A 
garden  is  no  asset  to  older  people  who  are  unfit  to  do  the  work  involved  and 
there  is  an  obvious  need  for  bungalows  demanding  only  the  minimum  of 
physical  exertion  from  their  tenants. 

The  Chief  Sariitary  Inspector  and  his  Staff  have  done  their  best  to  secure 
repairs  to  existing  properties  but  their  task  is  no  easy  one.  The  most  difficult 
problem  of  all  is  presented  by  the  older  houses  which  are  just  above  the 
level  of  total  unfitness,  but  which  are  incapable  of  being  made  reasonably 
comfortable  homes  without  very  considerable  expenditure,  frequently  beyond 
the  resources  of  the  owner,  and  which  can  never  be  made  into  satisfactory 
houses  according  to  modern  standards.  The  tenants,  in  most  cases,  are  not 
satisfied  with  essential  repairs,  but,  naturally  enough,  wish  the  amenities  of 
the  modern  Council  house  and  this,  at  present,  is  impossible.  It  is  only  fair 
to  mention  the  fact  that  the  rents  of  these  houses  are  very  far  below  the 
rents  of  new  houses- 

Steady,  if  slow,  progress  in  weeding  out  the  totally  unfit  properties  has 
been  maintained,  and  the  allocation  of  new  houses  has  been  a  great  benefit 
to  their  tenants.  Though  many  may  think  they  are  being  ignored  or  have  been 
forgotten,  this  is  far  from  true.  A  general  plan  is  followed  dealing  first  with 
houses  on;  sites  which  are  being,  or  will  soon  be  redeveloped,  so  that  the 
dilapidation,  debris  and  desolation,  an  aftermath  of  earlier  clearance  activ¬ 
ities,  will  not  recur. 

I  regret  that  the  greatest  public  nuisance  in  the  town  remains  unabated. 
You  are  well  aware  of  it’s  identity  as  it  has  been  the  subject  of  justifiable 
and  bitter  complaints  by  both  ratepayers  and  visitors  for  many  years  and  the 
Council  has  repeatedly,  but  fruitlessly,  sought  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  to 
enable  them  to  rid  the  town  of  a  most  offensive  feature,  that  out-house  on 
Portland  Square,  known,  ironically  enough,  as  a  Public  Convenience-  There  is 
an  urgent  need  for  it  to  be  demolished,  and  replaced  by  a  building,  modern  in 
construction,  and  adequate  in  £ize  for  the  site,  which  is  in  the  town  centre 
and  adjacent  to  all  the  main  bus  routes. 

Though  fewer  conversions  were  completed  than  in  1950  your  sanitary 
inspectors  had  to  make  nearly  twice  as  many  visits  in  connection  with  the 
work.  This  was  partly  due  to  technical  problems  encountered  in  some  in¬ 
stances,  but  it  also  reflects  the  increasing  difficulty  experienced  in  getting 
these  improvements  done  by  persuasion.  However,  there  should  be  no  slacking 
of  effort  until  all  pail  closets  are  abolished.  Their  disadvantages  to  the  ten¬ 
ants  they  serve  are  obvious,  and  the  disposal  of  their  contents  without  danger 
or  nuisance  is  a  disagreeable  and  difficult  job. 

I  record  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  and  willing  co-operation  of 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  of  the  cheerful  enthusiasm  of  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff.

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Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen. 

In  this  foreword  to  the  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  dis¬ 
trict,  I  intend  to  confine  my  remarks  under  two  headings,  conversions  and 
housing.  My  other  observations  on  public  cleansing,  food  inspection,  etc.  you 
will  find  under  the  various  headings  in  the  main  body  of  the  report. 


During  the  year  207  conversions  were  completed.  This  makes  a  total  of 
904  completed  in  the  last  four  years.  I  had  hoped  that  the  raising  of  the  grant 
to  £10  would  have  shown  a  larger  number  completed  this  year,  but  unfortun¬ 
ately,  building  costs  have  continued  to  increase  and  I  see  no  reason  to  believe 
that  there  will  be  any  marked  reduction  in  the  immediate  future.  You  have 
at  least  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the  nightsoil  collection  has  been 
reduced  from  54  to  34  days  a  week.  I  know  that  everyone  will  be  pleased 
to  see  the  day  when  this  unpleasant  and  equally  unpopular  service  can  be 
eliminated.  Is  it  too  much  >to  ask  at  this  stage  for  consideration  to  be  given 
to  the  compulsory  conversion  of  these  pail-closets?  A  twopenny  rate  for  the 
next  few  years  would  complete  the  conversion  of  the  remaining  1,200  pails 
and  we  should  see  the  end  of  this  ancient  form  of  sanitation.  This  township  is 
growing,  rapidly  and  healthily.  Modern  sanitation  coupled  with  sound  en¬ 
vironmental  hygiene  should  be  the  basis  of  all  your  plans  for  future  develop¬ 
ment  ofl  that  area  which  is  to  be  the  centre  of  your  life,  your  work  and  your 
happiness.  As  a  sanitarian,  I  say  quite  emphatically,  that  the  monetary  sacri¬ 
fice  called  for  in  a  twopenny  rate  is  absolutely  negligible  compared  with  the 
pleasure  you  would  experience  after  having  eliminated  this  nauseating  form 
of  sanitation  from  the  centre  of  the  town. 


The  difficulties  with  regard  to  housing  appear  to  be  on  the  increase. 
We  have  again  this  year  condemned  a  good  many  houses  which  were  beyond 
all  hope  of  repair.  The  families  have  been  rehoused,  and  we  have  used  up 
our  allocation  of  houses.  Unfortunately,  the  rehousing  of  many  of  these  people 
is  presenting  a  very  real  problem  on  the  question  of  rents.  We  are  now 
offering  new  houses  at  a  rental  of  over  28/-  par  week,  and  these  to  tenants 
whose  old  accommodation  was  in  the  region  of  7/-  to  8/-  a  week.  Such  an 
increase  is  a  substantial  sum  out  of  a  low  income,  particularly  when  there 
are  several  young  children  in  the  family.  The  natural  tendency  therefore, 
is  for  the  low  wage  earner  living  in  condemned  property  to  request  rehousing 
in  the  pre-war  Council  house  with  a  rental  of  about  12/-  to  13/-  a  week.  Many 
of  these  tenants  have  already  stated  quite  definitely  that  they  cannot  take  a 
new  house  as  the  rent  is  prohibitive,  and  frankly  I  can  find  very  little  evi¬ 
dence  to  doubt  their  statements.  There  may  be  some  advantage  in  evolving 
some  scheme  whereby  the  applicants  in  the  higher  wage  groups  should  be 
offered  the  new  houses,  and  the  lower  wage  earners  given  the  opportunity 
of  taking  the  relets  as  and  when  available. 


On  the  question  of  repairing  existing  property,  we  now  find  that  there 
is  a  strong  tendency  among  property  owners  to-day,  to  resist  compliance  with 
a  statutory  notice  requiring  extensive  repairs.  They  feel  that  they  have  a 
strong  case  for  a  permitted  increase  in  rent  now  that  building  costs  have 
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reached  such  a  high  figure.  Any  such  increase,  of  course,  would  only  be 
granted  by  new  government  legislation. 

There  are  now  many  properties  in  the  district  which  would  require  an 
expenditure  of  at  least  £300  to  guarantee  an  added  lease  of  life  of  five  years. 
Can  such  an  expenditure  be  justified  when  the  actual  rent  return  is  no  more 
than  7/-  a  week?  With  our  present  building  licence  ceiling  of  £4,000  per  year 
we  could  recondition  13  such  houses.  This  would  leave  nothing  for  the  nor¬ 
mal  legitimate  applications  for  licences  for  the  better  type  of  property,  and, 
in  any  case,  the  number  of  houses  repaired  would  be  totally  unsufficient  when 
considering,  as  a  whole,  the  total  number  of  houses  in  the  area  now  needing 
urgent  repair.  At  the  present  rate  of  deterioration  of  these  properties  we  are 
faced  with  a  colossal  slum  clearance  programme  in  the  future.  The  only  altern¬ 
ative  is  a  considerable  amount  of  reconditioning  and  repair  to  give  a  longer 
life  to  those  which  are  not  too  dilapidated. 

I  tender  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Council  and  Dr.  McKean  for 
untiring  support  and  encouragement,  and  to  the  inspectors  and  staff  for  loyal 
support  and  hard  work.

Jaundice  was  noted  in  only  ten  infants,  seven  of  the  mothers  being  Rh 
positive,  two  negative  and  one  not  known. 


Premature  Births 

Notification  of  the  birth  weight  improved,  the  correct  information  being 
received  in  fifty-eight  of  the  sixty-eight  premature  births.  The  hospital  reports 
provided  the  details  of  six  cases  and  the  health  visitors  obtained  the  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  remaining  four — three  of  whom  were  born  in  hospital. 

Ten  of  the  infants  were  twins. 


The  survival  rate  of  85% — a  considerable  improvement  on  last  year — was 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  great  majority  of  the  infants  were  over  3-lbs.  at  birth. 

All  the  infants  born  and  nursed  at  home  survived.

Deaths  of  Infants  under  One  Year 

The  rate  of  thirty-two  deaths  per  thousand  live  births  is  the  lowest  ever 
recorded  in  this  district.  The  corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is 
thirty,  and  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottinghamshire,  thirty-one. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  considerable  decrease  in  the  rate  is  due  largely  to 
the  fall  in  the  death  rate  from  Prematurity,  which  was  recorded  as  the  prim¬ 
ary  cause  of  death  in  only  four  cases.  In  six  deaths  attributed  to  other  causes, 
prematurity  was  a  contributory  factor. 

The  rate  for  respiratory  infections  remained  high  in  spite  of  the  modern 
anti-biotics.  Three  of  the  victims  were  less  than  one  week  old,  two  were  pre¬ 
mature  and  the  other  had  congenital  heart  disease.  All  were  born  and  died  in 
hospital.  It  is  unlikely  that  any  of  these  deaths  was  preventable. 

Each  of  the  four  deaths  of  older  infants  had  some  special  feature. 

Two  of  them  were  registered  as  due  to  pneumonia  after  post-mortem  ex¬ 
amination.  One,  aged  four  months,  had  been  found  dead  in  bed,  apparently  not 
having  had  any  preceding  illness.  The  health  visitor,  however,  had  recorded  at 
her  last  visit,  about  a  month  earlier,  that  the  child  had  a  cold  and  cough.  The 
other  infant,  aged  six  months,  whose  elder  sisters  developed  measles,  one  four 
days  before,  and  the  other  fourteen  days  after  his  death,  died  without  apparent 
cause. 

The  third  victim  was  an  infant,  premature  at  birth,  who  survived  to  the 
age  of  five  months  only  to  succumb  to  broncho-pneumonia. 

The  last  case  was  an  apparently  very  healthy  and  certainly  well  cared  for 
infant  of  eleven  months.  He  had  an  acute  infection  of  the  trachea,  bronchi  and 
lungs,  and  died  in  hospital  in  spite  of  full  anti-biotic  treatment. 

The  only  death  from  hydrops  foetalis — a  condition  thought  to  be  associated 
chiefly  with  Rh  positive  infants  of  Rh  negative  mothers — was  an  infant  whose 
mother’s  blood  was  Group  O  Rh  positive. 

One  mother,  aged  thirty-nine  years,  had  a  severe  anaemia  for  which 
she  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  had  six  blood  transfusions,  but  her  infant, 
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born  prematurely,  and  weighing  2-lbs.  6-ozs.,  survived  only  one  day.  This  was 
her  fourteenth  pregnancy  and  tenth  child,  only  five  of  whom  survive. 

Four  other  mothers  had  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Environmental  conditions  did  not  appear  to  play  a  significant  part  in  the 
causation  of  infant  deaths.

Two  hundred  and  fifty  six  maternity  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital.  One 
hundred  and  one  because  of  unsuitable  home  conditions  and  the  others  for 
medical  reasons.  Twelve  mothers  required  blood  transfusion. 


The  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Unit  held  two  sessions  during  the  year,  and 
a  total  of  234  donors  attended.  Seventeen  new  donors  were  enrolled  but  this 
is  far  short  of  the  number  needed. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

Three  cases  were  investigated  with  a  view  to  compulsory  removal  under 
Section  47  if  necessary.  Two  were  ambulant  and  the  third  could  have  been 
ambulant.  All  were  unwilling  to  leave  home  voluntarily.  It  is  very  doubtful 
whether  effective  action  can  be  taken  in  such  cases  because  of  the  difficulty 
of  retaining  them  in  hospital  against  their  will. 


Case  1.  A  middle  aged  mental  defective  who  had  been  under  observation 
by  the  mental  welfare  officer  for  a  long  time  and  was  in  receipt  of  National 
Assistance  benefits.  She  lived  alone  in  her  own  house.  Because  of  her  com¬ 
plete  lack  of  any  sense  of  responsibility  or  cleanliness  the  house  was  in  a 
filthy  condition  and  she  herself  showed  no  evidence  of  having  washed. 
Relatives  had  tried  to  keep  the  place  reasonably  clean  for  a  time  but  had 
eventually  given  up  this  hopeless  task.  In  1949  the  house  was  thoroughly 
cleaned  up  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  and  the  bedding,  which 
was  beyond  cleansing,  was  destroyed,  a  new  mattress  and  bedding  being 
supplied  by  the  National  Assistance  Board.  There  was  some  improvement 
for  a  time  thereafter,  but  conditions  deteriorated  again.  No  home  help  was 
willing  to  work  in  the  house  owing  to  the  dirty  habits  of  the  patient. 

It  was  finally  decided  that,  though  she  was  ambulant,  the  only  way  of 
dealing  with  the  problem  was  to  use  Section  47.  A  certificate  was  issued  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  considered  by  the  Council.  At  this  stage, 
the  Welfare  Officer  suggested  placing  a  homeless  family  in  the  house  as 
lodgers  on  the  condition  that  they  would  give  the  necessary  care  and  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  patient.  This  seemed  a  better  solution  than  the  compulsory 
removal  of  an  unwilling  patient.  The  Welfare  Officer  arranged  the  tenancy 
and  the  Council  deferred  their  decision  on  the  certificate.  Regular  super¬ 
vision  was  continued  and  conditions  were  much  improved  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 
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Case  2.  An  elderly  man  who  lived  with  his  brother  and  had  apparently 
succeeded  to  the  tenancy  of  the  house  on  the  brother’s  death  early  in  the 
year.  He  was  said  to  be  of  violent  disposition  and  unclean  in  his  habits.  The 
owner  of  the  house  had  sued  unsuccessfully  for  possession  and  the  Judge 
had  stated  that  it  was  not  proper  that  the  man  should  continue  to  reside 
in  the  house  because  of  his  habits,  and  that  he  might  be  admitted  as  a 
voluntary  patient  to  some  hospital.  This  the  man  was  unwilling  to  do.  He 
was  rarely  to  be  found  at  home  and  spent  his  time  wandering  around  the 
district  apparently  with  some  object  in  view — possibly  the  salvage  of  rags, 
etc.  The  house  was  inspected  as  far  as  practicable  and  the  yard,  in  which 
an  assortment  of  old  iron  goods  had  been  collected,  was  tidied  up  with  the 
co-operation  of  a  brother  who  did  not  live  with  the  man.  Supervision  con¬ 
tinued,  but  no  action  was  taken  to  secure  removal  to  hospital. 

Case  3.  A  middle  aged  woman  who  was  in  bed  when  seen  but  who  could 
have  been  ambulant.  Her  husband  was  not  working  and  was  available  to 
look  after  the  patient  and  house. 

It  was  not  considered  that  the  case  came  within  the  terms  of  Section  47. 
Combined  action  by  the  Health  and  Housing  Departments  resulted  in  con¬ 
siderable  improvement.

The  Health  Department  are  now  under  notice  to  quit  from  the  Gas  De¬ 
partment.  This  has  come  at  an  exceptionally  awkward  time  as  there  is  at  the 
moment  no  place  suitable  for  garage  accommodation.  Plans  have  been  pre¬ 
pared  to  convert  the  Oaklands  Farm  at  Huthwaite  into  a  Depot  but  work  has 
not  yet  commenced.  There  never  lias  been  covered  accommodation  for  any 
of  our  vehicles  and  the  continued  damage  and  deterioration  due  to  exposure 
and  rust  has  demanded  a  constant  repair  and  reconditioning  service  to  be 
maintained.  Fortunately  we  have  managed  to  maintain  our  weekly  collection 
throughout  the  year  and  thanks  are  due  to  the  workmen  for  their  efforts. 

A  new  Karrier  10  cubic  yard  capacity  was  delivered  in  the  early  part  of 
1951  and  we  now  have,  for  the  first  time,  a  spare  vehicle. 

The  Charnwood  Tip  was  closed  temporarily  at  the  end  of  1951  so  that  the 
two  approaching  roads  could  be  resurfaced  and  the  tip  rested.  The  Quarry  on 
Stoneyfcrd  Road  was  then  used  for  all  refuse,  and  this  should  be  finished  as  a 
tip  sometime  during  early  1953.

Measles 

The  epidemic  which  began  in  July,  1950,  continued  until  June  1951.  The 
total  number  of  cases  notified  during  1951  was  four  hundred  and  eighteen, 
and  of  this  number,  more  than  four  hundred  occurred  from  January  to  June, 
with  a  maximum  incidence  in  April  when  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  noti¬ 
fications  were  received.  Last  year  two  thirds  of  the  cases  were  in  the 
Skegby  Ward,  and  this  year  three  quarters  of  the  incidence  was  in  the  East 
and  West  Wards.

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Influenza 

There  was  a  minor  epidemic  during  the  early  months  of  the  year.  The 
illness  was  more  debilitating  than  serious  in  the  younger  people,  but  amongst 
the  older  patients  it  was  more  lethal.  During  the  epidemic  eleven  deaths  of 
persons  between  54  and  88  years  of  age  were  attributed  to  influenza— with  or

Two  adults  were  notified  as  suffering  from  erysipelas.  Both  recovered 
after  treatment  at  home. 


Gastro-enteritis 

Two  infants  aged  one  year  and  eight,  months  respectively  were  admitted 
to  hospital.  The  latter  also  developed  whooping  cough  and  broncho-pneumonia. 
Both  infants  recovered. 


Dysentery 

An  infant  aged  three  years  was  admitted  to  Heathfield  Isolation  Hospital 
suffering  from  gastro-enteritis.  The  final  diagnosis  was  acute  dysentery  (clin¬ 
ical).  The  child  was  discharged  well  after  about  a  fortnight  in  hospital.

There  was  nothing  significant  in  the  occupations  of  notified  cases — eight 

v 

of  the  men  were  miners  and  four  hosiery  workers  and  of  the  women — six 
were  hosiery  workers  and  three  housewives.

The  considerable  reduction  in  the  total  number  of  cases  is  due  to  the  re¬ 
vision  of  the  register  in  June.  1951,  when  205  names  were  removed  as  “not 
known”  after  careful  scrutiny  and  consultation  with  the  Chest  Clinic  Records 
Clerk. 


Three  cases  were  removed  on  recovery,  and  four  left  the  district.  One 
case  notified  1950  was  removed  as  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 


One  case  was  recommended  for  re-housing.  No  cases  were  re-housed 
during  the  year. 


No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
Regulations  1925  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 
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
